Sweepstakes format: serial number, prece- 
dence (A if less than, or B if over, 200 w.), 
callsign, check (last two digits of year in 
which you were first licensed), ARRL sec- 
tion. 

(3) NO MANUFACTURED CONTACTS OF ANY KIND. 
Only bona-fide NCCC members are legitimate 
contacts. 

(4) Suggested frequencies: 3815 KHz + 
whatever it takes. Mode for this contest is 
SSB. 

(5) SS rules apply except as noted above. 
Logs go to Contest Chairman WA6DIL. 

(6) In instances of dispute, the decision 
of the NCCC Board of Directors is final.
